Fenton Cox, theson, who is the cause of the 
trouble, positively denied to the Post-Dis-

The greatest of excitement prevails and

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FENTON’S FOLLY. 


The Records of Young Cox and Effie Ellis 
in This City. 


Fenton Cox worked for two months in the 
Auditor’s office of the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Railway at the Roe Building.

She is spoken of by 
the attaches of the place as an attractive

She 
was very talkative, and previousto her en- 
gagement here had sung and danced 
in variety theaters. Manager Day of the 
Palace sald of her: She came to me 
from Kansas City where she said she had been 
in the theater. ut her on in the first part 
and she did very well.

She worked Monday ‘night and got two 
more telegrams from her husband urging her 
to goto Springfield. She showed me one. It 
read something like this: ‘‘Come at once. 
Father isin Washington. All ts satisfactory. 
Do asIsay.’’ When they put the first part on 
last night I missed her and was told she had 

uitand gone to Springfield. She was seen at 
the door of the theater last night and said then 
she was going away. She always did her 
work well and I never saw anything wrong 
with her. She always went home with one of 
the girls and never let any of the men take 
her home. 

One of the attaches of the theater was in 
Springfield a var ago when young Cox was 
backing Miss Ellis in a variety-theater vent- 
ure there.

A DANGEROUS DOSE 


Which Caused a Novel Lawsuit Between a 
Doctor and a Druggist. 


There was avery peculiar case up in Justice 
Cronin’s court this morning.

A Novel Proposition to Secure Effective Re- 
sultse— The Situation Not Materially 
Changed — Judge Gresham's Decision— | 
The Wabash Must Handle All Freight 
Offered to It-—Chief Arthur and the 
Brotherhood Practically Exculpated, 


CMA, III., March 14.—A novel proposi- 
tion waa made at the strikers’ headquarters 
yesterday, namely, to induce the engineers 
on all other roads to cheerfully handle all the 
freight that may be consigned to the Burling- 
ton as fast as it can be legitimately attended to. 
By this process it is claimed the yards and 
tracks ofthe Burlington will be completely 
blockaded and the road will find it impossible 
to get rid of the accumulated freight with the 
limited number of men atitscowmand. The 
Wisconsin Central road pursued these taetics 
and transferred to the Burlington yards yester- 


day three trains, consisting of seventy-cight 
cars of lumber which were bilied tothe Bur- 
lington. The road succeeded in getting but one 
train of twenty-eight cars, but refused to re- 
ceive the other two trains, as they could not 
be handled bythe road. These trains were 
then backed out on the Wisconsin Central 
tracks. General Manager Mellan at once noti- 
ned the Burlington officials that trackage 
would be charged to the road as long as these 
trains remained there, and that the bills for 
the freight, amounting to several thousand 
dollars, were to be immediately presented for 
payment. The men claim that all the other 
roads can pursue a similar course, and if the 
Burlington cannot take care of the freight 
they can be charged trackage and be required 
to pay all bills upon the tender of the freight. 
TOO MUCH! TOO MUCH! 

It was reported yesterday that the Burling- 
ton road had iocked its switches connecting 
with the Western Indiana and Belt Line and 
refused to receive any more freight,as it could 
not be taken care of. ‘Tbe Western Indiana 
had a train destined for the Burlington road, 
and the switchmen, finding the switches 
locked, deliberately broke the locks, 
turned “the switches and transfer- 

freight to the Burlington 

This plan will receive farther consid- 

eration at the meetings of the strikers and en- 
xineers on the other roads. 

Another paper says that the engineers on the 
lines competing with the Burlington are very 
uneasy. They are as& rule, it is stated, dis- 
satisfied with the dilatory action of the vari- 
ous Grievance Committees, and nearly all of 
them assert that should the Grievance Com- 
mittees decide to allow the handling of ‘‘Q’’ 
cars that they as individuals would refuse to 
do #0, even if they have to quit work, 

JUDGE GRESHAM’S DECISION. 

After aformal statementof thecase Judge 
Gresham. delivered the following opinion in 
the Wabash case this morning: Although 
the property of the Wabash Company is in the 
custody of the Court, itis operated by the Re- 
ceiver as a common carrier. His rights and 
duties are those of a carrier. He is bound to 
afford to all railway companies whose lines 
connect with his, equal fagilities for the ex- 
change of traflic. It is his duty to receive 
from and deliver to connecting roads both 
loaded and empty cars. He can not discrim!- 
nate against oneroad by maintaining the policy 
of non-intercourse. More need not be said on 
this question, as the Receiver has wisel 
rescinded bis instructions which discriminate 
against the petitioner, who bas mo purpose or 
desire to deny to the petitioner any of its 
local rights. Although the petitioner has ac- 
complished its chief purpose in invoking the 
aid of the court it is urged by its council that 
ee belonging to the Brotherhood of 
Ocomottve Engineers, and especially P. M. 
Arthur, who is the chief officer of that or- 
ganization, have interfered with the Receiver 
and his subordinates in the management of the 
Wabash property, and that they should be 
punished for their illegal and 

OCONTUMAOCIOUS CONDUCT. 

The Receiver and his counsel make no such 
complaint. On the contrary, the Receiver de- 
clares that there has been no interference with 
him. While affidavits submitted in support of 
the petition show that Mr. Arthur sent a tele- 
— message to the engineers of the Union 
nelle Railway Company at Omaha, directing 
them to haul no cars of the petitioner, it does 
not fairly appear from the evidence that 
the engineers in the service of 
the Receiver received such orders 
by telegreph or etherwise. For the 
present it is sufficient to say that the Court 
will protect the property of the Wabash in its 
custody. The employes of the Recelver can- 
not be obliged to remain in his service against 
their wishes, but neither they or others will 
be permitted to interfere with or disturb the 
Receiver or his subordinates in the possession 
and operation of the property in his custody. 
Lawless interference with the Receiver and his 
employes in the discharge of their 
duties will not be tolerated. It is proper to 
state, however, injustice to the Wabash en- 
gineers, that they do not desire to maintain an 
attitude of defiance to the law, and that they 
are now willing to aid the Receiver in the law- 
ful and successful administration of his trust. 
The Receiver’s answer renders it unnecessary 
for the Court to do more than direct that the 
petition remain on dle for future action 
should there be occasion for it.

CHAIRMAN WIDDICOMBE DISCUSSES “THE 
GUBERNATORIAL CHANCES, 


Arrangements Made for the Entertainment 
of the National Democratic Convention— 
A Constitution Adepted by the Vest Club 
—Objections tea Clause on Penalties— 
Political Netes. 


A. C. Widdicombe of Boonville, Mo., Chair- 
man ot the Republican Central Committee, 
arrived in the city this morning d ig at the 
Lindell. ‘I have noticed a remarkable 
change in the sentiment among the Demo- 
crats in my county as regards St. Louis,“ said 
Capt. Widdicombe, and have heard that 
the same is true in other counties. It used 
to be a foregone conclusion that the 
country would unite in opposing any candi- 
date from St, Louis, and for aman to hail from 
the city was considered as fatal to all hopes of 
reaching either the Senate or Gubunatorial 
chair. But just now there seems to be quite a 
feeling in favor of the nomination of Francis 
as Governor, and certainly he has a better 
chance than any §&t. Louis candidate 
has had for years. I do not under- 
stand why this is, the explanation 
generally given in this city thathe is 
popular because he aided greatly in securing 
the convention, being in my opinion not at all 
sufficient to account for the change. The 
country cares not one straw whether the con- 
vention is held in St. Louis or elsewhere, and 
Francis’ success in bringing it to this State has 
not had any apprectabie effect in his favor. I 
am inclined to think that when the State Con- 
vention meets the old opposition to St. Louis 
will manifest itself more strongly than people 
anticipate, and that Francis will by no means 
have a walk-over.’’ 

‘*‘What about the Republican nomination, 
Capt. Widdicombe?’’ N 

Upon that Ihave nd opinion to express. 
William Warner of Kansas City is very popu- 
lar throughout the State, and many would like 
to see him enter the field. He has, however, 
a certainty of election to Congress from his 
district, which used to be Democratic, and I 
have beard on good authority that he declines 
to enter the field as acandidate for Governor. 
A Republican’s chances for receiving this 
office are by no manner of means so hopeless 
as it has been the fashion to consider them. 
The party never has been properly organized, 
nor the State adequately canvassed, but when 
this is done both Democrats and Republicans 
will be astonished at the strength of the latter 
party. The previous elections furnish 
no fair test, as the Republican vote 
has been tremendously cut into by the in- 
dividual preferences of Republicans between 
different Democratic candidates. In the 
country the Democrats persuading the Re- 
publicans to believe that it was hopeless for 
them to elect any candidate, have induced the 
Republicans to go into the primaries in favor 
of the candidate whom they regarded with 
least disfavor, and then persuaded them that 
they were bound to sustain him at the polls, 
The defection from the Republican ranks 
owing to this mode of procedure, which has 
been very general throughout the State, is 
larger than any one who has not specially in- 
vestigated the matter has any idea of, and 
when this is put a stop to, as by proper can- 
vassing it could be, the entire State will be 
astonished at the strength of the Republic- 
ans. 


The Cleveland Club Ceming. 


The Cleveland Club of Buffalo, N. Y., yes- 
terday closeda contractfor quarters during 
the convention with the Planters’ House. 
This club is composed nearly entirely of per- 
sonal friends of President Cleveland, who 
were his supporters during his canvass for the 
offices of Sheriff and Mayor of Buffalo.

UNJUST RATES. 


Serious Charges Made Against the State 
Railroad C issioners—The Railroads. § 


Col. H. F. Fellows, President of the Spring- 
field (Mo.) Wagon Company, and a promi- 
nent citizen of Southwest Missouri, is in 
town for the purpose of consulting eminent 
legal talent on the subjectof the law regu- 
lating railroads. His object is to learn 
whether he can getrelief from what he con- 
siders gross discrimination on the part 
of the railroads and particularly the St.Louis & 
San Francisco road against the manufacturing 
interests of the interior of the State. This ac- 
tion on the part of Col. Fellows is taken after 
he has carried on a full and explicit corre- 
spondence with the State Railroad Commis- 
sioners for the purpose of inducing them to 
take action in the matter, but without avail so 
far. He is therefore very indignant over the 
treatment he hasreceived from the Railroad 
Commissioners and says that he intends 
to bring the matter before the people of the 
State with the pertinent query as to what the 
Railroad Commissioners are for and whether 
the office as at present conducted ig of any 
benefit to the State. 

THE TROUBLE WITH THE ROADS 
is one of long standing, but has been adjusted 
with some degree of satisfaction until the last 
yearortwo. It arises over the rates on crude 
material and manufactured articles. As far 
back as 1875, when the law was passed cre- 
ating the office of Kailroad Commissioners, the 
rate made by the ’Frisco road to Springfield, 
Mo., on bar ironand other crude materials 
entering into the mafiufacture of wagons and 


agricultural implements was double the rate 
on the manufactured articles, and Vol. Fel- 
lows, who wasjthen engaged in the manufact- 
ure of wagons at Springfield, went to the 
Commissioners, and the late Gen. Marma- 
duke, who was then a Commissioner, inter- 
ested himself in the matter and secured a fair 
rate for the interest. In 1883 the shops 
at Springfield burned down and one of the in- 
ducements held out to the company, to rebuild 
was a just rate on raw materials, which was 
given until the passage of the Swamp Angel“ 
bill last summer when the Commissioners de- 
cided that such an agreement as existed be- 
tween the wagon company and the railroad 
company was illegal, but Col. Fellows alleges 
did not legally force the railroads to give a 
justand reasonable rate. In his correspond- 
ence with Commissioner Harding under 
date of 8 20th, be charges that 
the law which the Commisstoners are expected 
to enforce had been in operation for six 
months andthat notone stepto benefit the 
people had been taken, but, on the contrary, 
the manyfacturing interests had been pre-

The distance is 
323 miles on this road, and yet the rate from 
St. Louis to Springfield on bar iron over the 
Frisco is 25 cents per 100 pounds, and the dis- 
tance is only 238 miles. 

The rate, however, on the manufactured 
articles from St. Louis to Springfield is 19% 
cents, or more than5 cents less than the rate 
on the raw material, and yet the point is 
made that in the case of the raw material 
the tonnage is 50 per cent greater and the 
value of the merchandise and the risk of the 
company hauling it is much less, and there- 
fore the rate should beso much lower instead. 
of higher. Commissioner Harding replied that 
the railroad officials said at 
reason the rate on raw 
was higher instead of lower, 
admitted it should be, than the rate onthe 
manufactured article, was because the statuto- 
ry rate on the latter was too low and they were 
compelled to charge more on the raw material, 
but the point made here is that the 
rate on the same article between Kansas 
City and Chicago, a distance of more than 300 
miles, over the Burlington, is K cents per 100 
pounds, and less on other roads, and more 
than this the road has been operating under it 
for moreſthan ten years without complaint and 
ge it. 

COMMISSIONER HARDING 

also stated that the Commissioners had fixed 
the rate on class 5 (bar iron) in May, 1886, 
at 12% cents, but admitted that the 
railroads had paid no attention to this rate 
andthe Oommissioners had not forced the 
roads to adopt it, but they had charged 28 
cents instead. The wagon company made a 
formal charge to the Commissioners against 
the Frisco road that it was charging an un- 
just and unreasonable rate en iron and other 
crude material entering into the manufacture 
of wagons as compared with the manufactured 
article and asked that the suit be brought in 
the St. Louis courts for a speedy hearing. 

Further correspondence took place on the

SNOWED UNDER, 


Tales of Woe and Disaster From 
the Storm-Stricken East. 


A Slight Abatement of the Effects 
of the Terrible Blizzard. 


Heavy Loss of Life and Great Destruc- 
tion of Property. 


Railroad Traffic Partially Resumed—The 
Telegraph Service Badly Crippled—Mail, 
Passengers and Freight Stul Stalled on 
Various Ralilroads—Strange Experience 
ef Travelers—Scarcity of Previsions— 
Bread Sold at 10 Cents Per Slice on KRail- 
road Trains—Terrible Distress Among 
the Poor—Fire and Starvation Add to the 
Horrors of the Great Storm—Numerous 
Fatalities Reported—Roscoe Conkling’s 
Narrow Escape. 


PITTsBuRG, Pa., March 14.—The snow block- 
ade east of this city is over, and from indica- 
tions trains will be running this evening. The 
mail train which lett New York Sunday night 
airived at midnight, and the Pacific express 
will reach here about 1:80 o’olock this after - 
noon. The railway officials think the tracks 
are now cleared, and that they will be able to 
move trains as usual within the next twenty- 
four hours. The passengers and train men on 
the mail last night report an eventful trip. Ex- 
pressman Collins of this city said: I never 
was so long in that car in my 
life before—forty-two hours without once get- 
ting off. Iam glad Iam here, I can tell you. 
We left Philadelphia at 7 o’clock on Monday 
morning ina terrible snowstorm. We got 
along the best we could until about 8 o’clock 
in the afternoon, when we arrived at Lemon 
Place, ifty-sev » miles this side of Philadel- 
phia. There we were completely snowed in. 
The gale blew at ‘the rate of fifty miles an 
hour and it was snowing as hard as it could. 
The snow was like fine powder and it soon 
covered the ground all around and under the 
train until it reached up to the door of 
my car. It must have been four feet deep. 
We had to stay there until 8 this afternoon, 
when four engines pulled us out of the drift.’ 
We got to Harrisburg all rightthen and from 
there it was clear running. I believe that to- 
morrow the road will be all right again and 
trains Can run as usual. 

A TERBIBLE EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. Fred Michaels, a young man from Ston- 
ington, Colo., was the only passenger who 
came from New York. He had left there at 
12 o’clock Sunday night. Mr. Michaels was 
on his way to Washington, D. O. The train 
left Philadelphia on Monday morning and 
soon came into a terrific snow-drift. ‘‘I 

ver saw such a ODiigzard,’’ said Mr. 

fichaels, in my iife, andI have been living 
out West for the last ten years right on the 
plains, The train pulled slowly along until we 
rot to Chester. There were nine trains lying 

ll together, each blockading the other. 
Snow waa surrounding amd partly covering 
them, and where the drift had been pretty 
strong you could not see anything of the car 
at all. There was nothing to be done but to 
step. The wind blew a hurricane and the 
snow was blinding. All the fires in the cars 
were red hot, yet it seemed almostas cold as 
if they had not burned at all. We lay there 
for about ten bours.’’ 

Continuing, Mr. Michaels said: ‘‘A good 
many of the passengers began to get hungry 
very soon and now the complaints began. Of 
course, there were some of us that had sand- 
wiches and such things, but they did not last 
long. I don’t think that any man can eat 
while he sees somebody else starving, so we 
alldivided. Then the men bad to get out and 
buy bread, etc. In all our misfortune, how: 
ever, we retained good cheer. Through the 
snow we went, nearly up to our waists, hunt- 
ing up bake shops. Some of the passengers 
did quite a business selling what they could 
not eat themselves. The newsboy on the 
train sold one loaf of bread at 10 cents a slice, 
and made $2 out of the loaf, In the afternoon 
at last the broken telegraph poles, 
trees and other obstructions were got out of 
the way, and I got to Washington all right 
eighteen hours later than I should have done. 
From there I came on here, without being 
stopped auywhere.“ 

THE TELEGRAPH AND MAIL SERVICE. 

The brakemen suffered intensely from the 
cold. They report that old mountaineers say 
that the storm wasthe worst known in many 
years. The telegraphic service is slightiy im- 
proved to-day, but business is still delayed 
several hours. The mall service is also in bad 
shape. The Superintendent of Mails says 
there are thirteen cars with 500,000 letters and 
60,000 tons of mall lying somewhere between 
Pittsburg and Philadelphia,

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MODERATING, 


Travel Partially Resumed in New Tork 
The Telegraph 6ervice. 


New Yorn, March 14.—The sun is shining 
brightly this morning and the weather is mod 
erating. Travel on the elevated roads is fully 
resumed, but the surface roads are still im- 
passabie. There is no improvement in the 
condition of telegraph wires. The South and 
East is entirely out off, and there is little, it any, 
communication with the West. Meagre re- 
ports received show thatthe people living in 
New Jersey towns, who started for New York 
Monday had dreadful experiences. Many 
trains were snowed ina few miles from the 
city, and passengers were compelled to sleep 
on them or wade through the snow to look for 
shelter in the villages. A number of persons, 
it is reported, perished from cold and exhaus- 
tion. 

Loss OF LIFE. f 
At Eligabethport a dozen employes of Sing- 
er's Sewing Machine Works started for their 
homes. Severalofthem were badly frozen. 
One man, named Ellis, was picked up out of 
the snow stiff and breathless. He was carried 
into the railway station, where he soon died. 
By strenuous efforts the Pennsylvania road got 
a single track clear to Newark. Trains were 
kept running all night between there and Jer- 
sey Clty to deep the track open. None of the 
other roads have been able to move trains. 
Above New York on the roads of the New York 
Central system the situation is unimproved. 
SUPPLIRS GETTING SHORT. 
Tho Chicago Nmited vestibule trainon the 

Pennsylvania road, which was stalled for a 
day near Harrison on the New Jersey Meadows 
reached Newark last night. A relief oar of 
supplies had been sent out in the morning 
with three locomotives pulling and three more 
pushing. At South Elizabeth, a stock train is

THE DOBBS FERRY ACCIDENT. 

One of the passengers on the Chicago ex- 
press, into which the Atiantic express ran at 
Dobbs Ferry Monday, was E. G. Mabie, dry 
goods merchant, on the way from Chicago. 
He reached New York yesterday. His left 
side and head are cut, right leg bruised and he 
is otherwise injured. He was in the sleeping- 
car Aberdeen into which the Atlantic engine 
crashed and created great havoc. Mrs. Bell 
of California, on her way to Europe, was 
wedked between the seats and the side of the 
car. She was extricated with great difficulty. 
Both of Mrs. Bell’s legs are broken, each in 
three places. Five other passengers were In- 
jured but not seriously. 

ROSCOR OCONKLING'’S EXPERIENCE. 

Roscoe Conkling said last evening that he 
had a fair constitution and had been in some 
pretty tight places in his life, but that he had 
never found himself as far gone, physically, as 
on Monday nightin Union Square. He con- 
tinued: I had been at the Stewart Building 
in the afternoon, and had some work to do in 
my office,and not thinking that the city would 
be dark until at night, I went to Wall street to 
look after the work. A little after 6 o’clock 
I wanted to go home.. There was 
not a carriage of any kind to be had. Once 
during the day Ihad declined an offer to ride 
up town in a carriage because the man wanted 
$50, and I started up Broadway on my pins. 
It was dark, and it was useless to try to pick 
out a path, so I went along, shouldering 
through drifts, and headed forthe north. I 
was pretty well exhausted when I got to Union 
Square, and wiping the snow from my eyes, 
tried to make outthe triangles. But it was 
impossible. There was ro light and I plunged 
right through. on as straight a line as 
I could determine upon. Sometimes I 
have run across passages in novels of great 
adventures in snowstorms—for example, in 
stories of Russian life—where there would be 
avivid description of a man’s struggles on a 
snow-swept and windy plain. But I have 
always considered ihe presentation an exag- 
geration. Ishball never say so again, for after 
what I experienced in last night’s blizzard I 
can believe that the strongest description 
would fail to approximate the truth. I bad 
got tothe middle of the park and was up to 
my arms in a drift. I pulled the ice and snow 
from my eyes and held my hands up there till 
everything was melted off; so that I might 
see, but it was too dark and the snow too 
blinding. Icameasnear giving up and sink- 
ing down there to die as a man can and not do 
it. After twenty minutes or so I got out some 
how and made my way along to the New York 
Club completely exhausted.

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STILL SNOWING. 


The Situation in and Around Philadelphia 
Gradually Improving. 


PHIIADELPHIA, Fa., March 14.—Snow is 
again falling heavily here this afternoon, but 
the temperature is decidedly warmer, and the 
snow melts as fast as it falls. The situation, 
so far as railroads are concerned, is much 
more hopeful to-day. Pennsylvania 
Railroad officials report their main 
line to the West open through, but 
that the New York division is yet closed, with 
no prospects of getting trains either to or 
from that city to-day. The Chicago limited 
express, which at other times id started from 
New York, was made up here, and left for the 
West shortly after noon. The fast ex- 
press for the West left about half 
an hour later, and in addition to 
those for farther points, also carried passen- 
gers for larger way stations. Travel has also 
been opened with the South, and trains ar- 
rived and departed for Baltimore and Wash- 
ington during the forenoon. The situation on 
other lines centering here is also 
improved and with the continuance of 
the moderate weather of to-day the 
officials belleye that travel can be resumed 
to all points by to-night or to-morrow. Direct 
telegraphic communication with New York, 
Baltimore and Washington is still inter- 
rupted, and the only way to reach these 
points is by way of Cincinnati and Pittsburg 
over very precarious wires.

A Fearful Gale. 


PATERSON, N. J., March 14.—The snow 
storm, which set in Sunday night, was the 
greatest ever known here. A fearful gale 
piled up enormous drifts and did great 
damage. The dritts in the streets are fifteen 
to twenty feet high. The inmates of many 
dwellings were completely at a standstill. No 
news trom the outside world has been 
received since Monday morning. The New 
York papers got through last night, after a 
journey of thirty-six hours from Jersey Oity. 
Hundreds of commuters who left here for 
New York Monday morning, were snow- 
bound in carsfor two daysafew miles away 
and could not get either way or communicate 
with their famiiies. Hundreds had nar- 
row escapes ftom perishing in the streets here 
Monday night. The police rescued scores of 
men, women and children, who had to sleep 
in station-bouses. Many buildings were 
damaged by the wind. The Mar- 
ket Street Methodist Church spire is 
bent and twisted. Milis were unroofed and 
huge trees were blown down. Several per- 
sons are reported here as missing, and per- 
haps are lost in the snow. There are fears of 
loss of lite in the country districts. Coal and 
milk are scarce, and poor people are suffering 
for the necessaries of life.

BERLIN MUNICIPALITY. 


A Burgomaster’s Elequent Tribute to the 
Dead and Living Monarchs—Thousands 
te View Kaiser Wilhe!m’s Remains in the 
Cathedral—Count Kalneky to Prince Bis- 
marck—Foreign News. 


BERLIN, March 4.—Now that the Cathedral is 
to be open from 8 a. m. to 10 p. m. it is esti- 
mated 850,000 persons may file through daily 
to view the late Emperor’s remains. The 
German embassy at Paris has made arrange- 
ments for a requlem service in the Protestant 
Church in the Rue Ohäuchat, to be heid sim- 
ultaneously with the service in Berlin. 

THE ADDRESS TO EMPEROR FREDERICK. 

Burgomaster Forckenbeck, who headed the 
Berlin Aldermen who called en Emperor 
Frederick yesterday, addressed His Majesty. 
After expressing the sorrow of citizens for the 
death of Emperor William, he thanked 
Emperor Frederick for returning to Berlin. 
He then reud the followiug address. 

„Most Illustrious and Powerful Emperor: 
Our most gracious Emperor and King has en- 
tered into eternal rest: the founder of the Ger- 
man Empirehas gone. He guarded the peace 
of the world even on his deathbed. 
His death is mourned by the whole 
world. His loyal people are weeping; 
his grateful capital shed hot tears. Indis - 
solubly engraved on our hearts are the words 
which the departed monarch wrote to us at 
the beginning ofthe year; his last words to 
us: ‘Relying on my steadfast trust in the 
Almighty, my whole endeavor, my unceasing 
care is solely for the welfare of my beloved 
peovle.’ 1 

Most gracious Emperor, we feel with your 
Imperial Majesty, the grief of the son for the 
loss of hia father; the anguish of the commander 
who places the palm on the coffin, on the head 
oftne army and the mourning of a Hohen- 
zoliern for the great Hohenzollern Em- 
peror. We most respectfully beg your Maj- 
esty to accept this humble expression of our 
heartfelt sympathy. We admire the strength 
of mind which, guided by the sense of duty, 
overcomes the greatest suffering. The love 
of your most faithful people accompanied 
your Majesty on your homeward journey. 
Your Majesty’s throne stands in a 
city where the people, full of grati- 
tude, earnest vows and unchanging loyalty, 
come from all our hearts with most heartfelt 
prayer for your Majesty’s health, and most 
respectful thanks to your Majesty’s inde- 
fatigable and devoted consort, and we wish 
that your Majesty may be granted a long and 
happy reign.’’

THE GREAT STORM. 


now THE EASTERN BLIZZARD WaS FRI 
IN THIS CITY. 


ne Telegraph-Companies Emerging From 
a Maze of Lost Wires—Delays of Trains— 
Missing Sleepers—The Effect of the Sterm 
on Change and in the Business Done 
There—Order Coming Out of Chaes To- 
Day. 


The blizzard which has been devastating the 
East was not vistted on thegountry west of the 
Ohio River, the storm king concentrating his 
wrath on the enervated denizens of the East, 
who were least prepared to stand the shock, 
but the onstaught was so terrific that the effect 
was far-reaching, and St. Louis could not but 
suffer somewhat from the blocking of tramo 
in New York and Pennsylvania. Yet with all 
the fury of the elements the treachery 
of early spring was not sufficient to 
discomfit the telegraph companies as much 
as might have been expected, or to cripple 
then beyond the power of speedy recupera- 
tion. Close on the heels of wreck and disaster 
came the revivifyiig influence of men and 
muscle, and no more striking commentary of 
the extensive resources at hand could be 
asked than the manner in which wires have 
been replaced, tracks cleared and tramo put 
on a fairly normal basis before the dying fury 
of the big storm has well subsided. Reports 
from the East received this morning announce 
the weather in some localities as bitterly 
cold, so cold, indeed, that at times 
itis found quite impossible to p ersevere in 
the work of out-door repair, but notwith- 
standing this the local telegraph companies 
assert that they are not seriously incon- 
venienced, and that business is proceeding 
very much as usual. Last night things were 
in a discouraging condition, and the accu- 
mulation of telegrams to be sent dishearten- 
ing to the operators at the Western Union, as 
well as to those to whom the delay of a 
few simple words on their journey 
over the wires meant a loss 


of many dollars and cents. But extra men 
were put to work, and all hands have tolled 
to such a purpose that this morning New York 
City is the only big center of trade cut off in a 
measure from the messages of the Western 
world. 
AT THE WESTERN UNION 

office it was learned that there is no accumula- 
tion of business and that the only delay feared 
is east of Buffalo. The wires to New 
York direct were not in use, mes- 
sages to this city ~ ts routed via 
Buffalo, while Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington are attended to through the 
medium of Pittsburg. The Western Union bas 
six or seven regular wires from St. Loulsto 
New York City direct, and though these have 
been ye pee retired from service, the re- 
sources of the big system are so extensive that 
they can be dispensed with for a time without 
any very serious drawbacks arising there- 
from. 

The Postal Company likewise claims that it 
cah once more see ite way clear and that New 
York City is the only point that cannot 
be easily reached. Messages for the metropo- 
lis are being reosived subject to delay, and it 
is largely a question of wind and weather as to 
just how long this delay may extend. Occa- 
sionally wires will be reported working all 
right, and later willcome the announcement 
that they have been lost and that the linemen 
are praying for a suspension of the cold. 

TRADE AND TRAFFIO. 

The storm having $spent its fury east of the 
western terminus of the trunk lines, no great 
effect upon the passenger and freight business 
reaching St. Louls has yet been made appar- 
ent. Trains from the East are, forthe most 
part, reaching the depot either on time or 
with but slight delays, butit must be remem- 
bered that St. Louis railroad officials do not 
take ‘‘ofiicial knowledge’’ of events transpir- 
ing beyond the domain of their territory. 
Thus the Vandalia passenger train, due here 
from the East at 7:80 last evening, arrived on 
time, having been made up at Pittsburg; 
the through passenger from New York like- 
wise pulled in at 7 o’clock this morning with 
out delay, while the fast mail, due here at 
2:45 a.m.,left Indianapolis one hour and three 
minutes late, and arrived at the depot but 
fifty-seven minutes behind time. But these 
trains do not wait for their Eastern con- 
nections, and consequently the Bee Line this 
morning arrived according to con- 
tract, but minus ite New York 
and Boston sleepers, Other sleepers 
the East are stil to be 
from, while inthe matter of freight the truth 
is hard to learn. The trains are made up at 
the ends of the divisions withoutany attention 
being paid to the Eastern laggards, which are 
not missed for the time being. In a few days, 
however, the result will be seen, and freight 
due in five days from Eastern points will not 
arrive before the expiration of twice that 
period. By that time shippers will have for- 
gotten all about the snowstorm, and will 
make incredulous references to ‘*chestnuts’’ 
when the blizzard is put forward by railroad 
men as a cause for the delay. 

THE BFFYECT ON CHANGE, 

ndent the speculative markets of 
this country are upon each other was clear! 
seen in the effect 2 by the cutting o 
yesterday of New York, BaHimoreand Phila- 
delphia through the great storm. In the ab- 
sence of news, not to speak of orders, from 
the East, especially from New York, specula- 
tion became very élack. Trading in stocks, 
of course, entirely ceased, as there were no 
stock quotations received or to act upon 
asa guide in speculative Operations. Op- 
tion dealings in grain were hampered 
and restricted in a marked degree. There 
were no Buropean market cables, none of the 
usual statistics that serve as prominent 
factors in influencing prices, and nearly all of 
which come from New York, or through New 
York from — 8 The cotton trade was 
completely upset by the absence of their usual 
daily New York market, which is the controll- 
ing influence, both in this country and Europe, 
and transactions in the ‘‘staple’’ were very 
small, indeed, entirely insignificant. Outside 
of cotton, the cash business in commercial 
circles was not affected to speak of. There is 
no grain or flour moving from this market to 
the East to amount to any anything just now, 
nor has there been forsometime. Shipments 
of eggs to New York and the other Eastern 
cities will be pressed forward as rapidly 
as well as of other articles of country produce, 
asthe supply of eatables at these points are 
reported to be about exhausted, and every ef- 
fort will be made to run in necessary articles 
to the — et cities as soon as possible. 
The princi copes ofconversation on Change 
was the big blizzard, Business men did not 
think that trade would be in any way affected, 
except the tempor inconvenience and de- 
lay caused by the storm, but it was feared 
thetthe loss of life and damageto propert 
would be found to be something fearful, bot 
on land and sea.

The only New York mail thathas not 
yet arrived is Monday night’s, due here this 
morning, which will probably arrive this 
evening twelve hours late actually.

The ring 
was a reguiation prize ring, the same site 
all championship battles are fought in under 
any rules. It a man must go up and put his 
face in front of his opponent to be smashed, 
what is the use of boxing lessons? 


Itisallrightfor mento talk about Mitchell 
being a sprint-runher, but no one heard of 
him getting outofthe ring, He stayed inside 
the 7 — circle all the time, and it was Sulli- 
van's business tocatch him and defeat him if 
he could. Tomy mind, judging by the re- 
ports, he did about as much fighting as Sulli- 
van. I know Mitcheli’s weight, havin 

trained both him and Sullivan for a number o

Do you think well of London prize ring 
rules? 

es, I considered them the only rules 
under which a man’s gameness and clever- 
ness can bereally tested. Under them every- 
thing goes except biting, gouging, kicking 
and hitting below the belt. he 18 
berry rules were made in the first place for 
amateur contests. They were atterward re- 
vised so that regular professional contests 
could be conducted under them and still be 
within the letter ofthe law in Engiand, I 
was the first one to introduce the four-round 
knock-out style of fighting,by means of which 
Sullivan obtained mostof his great reputa- 
tion. In about nine out of every ten Queens- 
berry fights the rules are violated repeatedly. 
To my mind a General can accomplish more 
by trickery under these rules than he can by 
Londen prize ring rules, He can go tn and 
hug and clinch his opponent and can go 
downin alleged knock-downs, and take ten 
long seconds to get up again. When he goes 
to clinches there is no wrestling like there is 
in Londen rules. There a man can back- heel 
his opponent or puton the strangle hold; in 
fact, he can throw him and fall on him. Why, 
Sullivan had ail the chances in the world to 
beat Mitchell simply by wrestling, but he did 
not attempt it. e might have been afraid to 
waste his strength in doing it. It ts possible, 
too, that Mftchell prevented him by keeping 
out of his grasp by going down onevery blow 
that he sustained. He was, therefore, the 
whole time getting punished, bat Sulltvan 
didn’t knock him out.
